Excessive.and unreasonable 
markups by some wholesalers 
and retailérs handling fruit 
from British Columbia are 
strongly criticized in the re- 
port of a one-man royal com- 
mission investigating the Brit- 
ish Columbia tree fruits in- 
dustry.

Kills 30 


ISTANBUL (AP) — 
Thirty persons were ge 
killed and 100 severely in- 
jured in a thunderous — 
plosion this morning that 
shattered two crowded 
four-storey office buildings 
in old central. Istanbul. 

Three of the dead were pas- 
sengers in a passing bus 
crushed by debris. 

Another four died as they 
sat in a coffee shop across the 
narrow street from the blast. 

Among the victims were pas- 
sengers in a bus lumbering 
past the four-sterey buildings 

when the blast went off. The 
rear half of the vehicle Was 
crushed by falling debris. 
_Among the tenants in the 
puildings were the newspapers 
Istanbul Ekspres and Yeni 
Gazete 

One of the building owners 
said the explosion appeared to 
come from a warehouse in the 
rear in which chemicals and 
other inflammable goods were 
stored, 

One of the two buildings 
was completely crumbled. The 
other, housing the newspapers, 
looked as if its back end had 
been sliced away. 

The explosion occurred at 
the height of mid-morning 
traffic. Police cordoned off the 
area and diverted all traffic. 
Ninety minutes later victims 
still were being dug from the 
debris.

A Cepheid variable star is a 
giant, often several hundred 
times bigger and brighter than 
our sun. Its short blazing ard 
fading period is very punctual 
However, it does not vary so 
much as a- Mira-type 
which may vary from 10th to 
2nd magnitude. The Cepheid 
varies from a ‘4 to 14 magni 
tudes. We are not sure what 
causes a}] the different variable 
Stars, but some think that the 
Cepheid explodes and subsides, 
pulsing like a beating heart. 

In 1908, Miss Leavitt, of the 
Harvard Observatory, found a 
fact which made the Cepheids 
useful .to° astronomers. She 
was studying these stars in the 
small Magellanic Cloud, which 
is outside our Galaxy. She 
proved that ‘the longer. the 
Period, the greater the bright 
ness of-a Cepheid.

By comparing the 
absolute and the apparent mag 
nitude of a star, we can esti- 
mate its distance. Since 1917, 
the Cepheid variable stars have 
been aised to estimate the dis- 
tances of star clusters and of 
faraway galaxies... They are 
perhaps the most valuable 
yardsticks in the heavéns.

The walkout was called by the 
Mail‘ Deliverers’ Union which re- 
jected a publishers’ offer ofa $7-a- 
week wage boost over a two-year 
riod. There are something like. 
5,000 men in the union. Of the 
1,600 who voted, about 850 were 
in favor of a strike and 750 against. 


Thus, by a margin of 100, the 
Deliverers (ironic term!) wefe able 
to tie up newspaper service for a 


city of 8,000,000 for 19 days. 

*« Other unions refused to cross 
picket lines, but also refused to sup- 
port the Deliverers financially. Some 
15,000 newspaper employees. were. 
laid off, losing an estimated $4,000,- 
000. in wages. Because the strike 
was called during the Christmas 
season, when advertising is heavy, 
an estimated $30,000,000 in revenue 
was lost to New York's nine dailies.
